To the inhabitants of the Town of Orford, in the County of 
Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Orford, 
on Tuesday, the 10th day of March next, at ten of the Clock in the 
forenoon, to Act on the following subjects: 


Article 1.. To choose all necessary Town Officers. The Polls 
will be open from one o'clock in the P.M, until six o'clock in the 
P.M. for you to cast your ballots for one Selectman for three years, 
Town Clerk, Town Treasurer and Road Agent for one year. 


Article 2. To hear the budget of the Town and raise and appro- 
priate any money recommended therein or pass any vote relative 
thereto. 


Article 3. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year, 


Article 4. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for maintenance of Town Highways and Bridges for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the removal of snow and care of Town winter 
roads for the ensuing year. 


Article 6, To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for insurance purposes, 


Article 7. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the use of electric lights. 


Article 8, To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Orford Free Library and Orford Social Library. 


Article 9, To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
ment to hire money in anticipation of Taxes. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to dispense with the 
distribution of Inventory Blanks until the Selectmen appraise the 


property. 


Article 11, To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to sell and administer property acquired by Tax Deed.

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $100.00 for the use of the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee 
Region, 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote-to accept State Aid for 
the Construction of Class V Roads and raise and appropriate $775.57 
and the State will contribute $5,170.47. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Planning 
Board of seven members with duties as set forth in Sections 1-15, 
Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, to make a Study 
of the Town and report to the Town appropriate recommendations for 
the promotion and maintenance of the Town's best development. The 
Board shall consist of one Selectman and six other citizens appointed 
by the Selectmen, as provided in Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes 
Annotated 1955. Also to see if the Town will vote to raise arid appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 for expenses of the Planning Board. 


Article 15. To see if the Town wishes to exclude from the Plan 
service in any class or classes of positions of election officials or 
election workers for a calendar quarter in which the remuneration paid 
for such service is less than $50.00. 


Article 16. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Care of Common and for Park Commission, 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 to cover expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $500.00 to be used to put in Dry Hydrants.

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AMBULANCE SERVICE 


Ambulance Service is considered an essential service. Many 
towns have had to take on the job of providing this service in the form 
of a volunteer unit or some other program. Even a volunteer service 
requires a sizeable budget to supply the equipment. 

For two years now the Paul Ricker ambulance service has 
continued to provide this area with excellent 24-hour a day service. All 
that has been required from the area served is funds to cover his cash 
cost that he would not have if he discontinued ambulance service. He 
is willing to continue the same program in 1970 if cooperating towns 
will cover the following budget which is an amount over and above what 
regular ambulance fees cover. 


Salary for additional help $6, 100

Liability Insurance 100 
Ambulance Insurance 60 
Social Security on Ambulance help 300

During the 21 months that a group of 8 towns have been co- 
operating with Mr. Ricker in providing ambulance service, he has 
had 419 calls. These have been listed according to the town they were 
from. The 1970 budget has been divided among the towns based on 
the percentage of calls coming from a certain town during this 21l- 
month period, The budget and the amount to request from each parti- 
cipating town was worked out by a group of 10 selectmen from the 
several towns meeting together on January 22. It was agreed at 
that meeting that the amount that the town of Orford, New Hampshire 
should contribute to the overall budget of $6, 600 would be $150.00. 

These funds are paid into a special ambulance account handled 
by the treasurer of Cottage Hospital, supervised by an ambulance 
committee and paid to Ricker Ambulance service on a monthly basis. 

We appreciate the excellent ambulance service that we have 
received in the past and encourage our town to participate as 
budgeted in 1970.

TO THE CITIZENS OF ORFORD: 


In many of the Orford town reports published at the turn of the 
century, school officials reported that they were beset by problems of 
parents not sending their children to school because they did not think 
it was worthwhile. We are happy to report that this problem no longer 
exists. Seventy-five years ago the school budget was $2,440.00. Fifty 
years ago it totaled $6,109.00. Education in Orford has obviously be- 
come more expensive through the years but hopefully more worthy of 
the citizen's tax dollar than ever before. 


STAFF AND ENROLLMENT 


Seven new teachers were added to the Orford staff this year 
joining the eleven who had returned from the previous year. We are 
highly satisfied with the instructional team and wish them an enjoy- 
able stay in our community. 

Student enrollment as of February 1, 1970 was 123 students in 
grades 1 through 8 and 70 students in grades 9 through 12. Of the 
students in grades 9 through 12, 21 are tuitioned in from Fairlee, 
Warren, Wentworth and Lyme. 


CURRICULUM 


In the elementary school we have endeavored to provide as in- 
dividualized a program as possible. Through activities -oriented 
classrooms, flexible scheduling, field trips, student teacher aides, 
student tutors, and a wide variety of teaching materials and techniques 
we have tried to meet the needs of every child at that child's particular 
level. 

At Orfordville the new partition in the dining room has enabled 
that room to be used by the resource teacher to work with small 
groups of children in language arts as well as to serve as a kitchen 
for the school lunch program. 

We have introduced the Elementary Science Study curriculum 
into grades 5-8. This new approach to science places less emphasis 
upon the textbook and relies on learning by doing and discovering. 
Although this curriculum is mainly in the Street School we have 
started to coordinate with the Orfordville School and to develop science 
teaching methods in all eight grades. In the Street School we have 
moved the 5-8 science program into the former home economics room, 
thus affording the students facilities for sinks, bunsen burners, and 
more room in which to conduct experiments. 

Our physical education and interscholastic sports program in 
grades 5-12 is larger than ever before. Based upon the positive 
aspects of group experiences rather than victory alone, our sports 
program involves almost fifty per cent of our students. It is particu- 
larly gratifying to see this large amount of participation in view of 
the fact that all activities occur outside regular school hours, are all 
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' voluntary and rely mainly on volunteer transportation. | 

In high school English we have revitalized the curriculum so 
that students in grades eleven and twelve are provided with eight 
half-year courses from which they are to elect their English courses 
on the basis of their interests and needs, 

We have dropped the health and safety course at the high school 
in order to decrease the science teacher's load so that he will have 
more time to prepare laboratories in his other science courses, 
Many of the content objectives of health and safety have been covered 
in the other science courses and in the physical education curriculum. 

This year we have initiated a released time program for the 
purpose of professional improvement of teachers, Every Wednesday, 
school has been dismissed at 2:15 to enable teachers to engage in 
individual and group activities to improve their teaching and our 
educational program. These activities have included visitations to 
other schools, curriculum subject matter meetings, and independent 
work on special projects. We are currently using some of the Wed- 
nesday afternoon sessions for developing a set of school objectives 
which will ultimately assist us in developing the entire curriculum 
and providing more continuity in our program, 

A major limitation in our elementary program has been the 
lack of a kindergarten for our youngsters. The School Board appointed 
a committee last summer to explore the feasibility of starting a 
kindergarten, The committee has concluded that an Orford kindergar- 
ten to accommodate 15 to 19 students for a half-day session throughout 
the school year is feasible and advisable. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


Included among the improvements to our physical plant have been 
the painting of the exterior of the wooden annex on the Street School 
and a classroom in the Street School. At the Orfordville School we 
have installed a partition in the dining room, painted the downstairs 
toilets and hall, installed a new heat exchange unit in the furnace, 
and made major plumbing renovations, 

Our instructional equipment inventory has been improved by the 
purchase of a tape recorder, headsets to permit small groups of 
students to listen to tapes without disturbing their classmates, three 
typewriters (two of which are used for elementary reading), two 
microscopes, and a recording barometer. 


BUDGET AND FINANCES 


A large percentage of the budget which will be presented for 
consideration at the Annual Meeting is the item for teacher salaries. 
The proposed budget for teacher salaries is based upon $6, 000.00 
annually for an inexperienced teacher with a Bachelor's Degree, with 
annual increments of $300.00 for each additional year of successful 
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PRINCIPAL AND

teaching. Teachers with a Bachelor's Degree plus 15 credits would 
start at $6, 300.00 with $300.00 increments. Teachers with a Master's 
degree would start at $6,600.00 with $300.00 increments. 

Other large items in the budget refer to replacing aging and out- 
dated texts and instructional materials, painting parts of our buildings, 
improving lighting, and paying state average tuition for high school 
students who chose to pursue studies they cannot obtain at Orford High 
School. 
We will be receiving no state foundation aid for the 1970-71 
school year due to a rapidly growing student population in other areas 
of our state. 

We have tried to capitalize on our unique educational situation 
in Orford. Small classes, dedicated teachers, and a group of interested 
parents and School Board members who have contributed much time and 
energy to your schools have been responsible for our successful pro- 
gram. We have presented a personalized, flexible, and student- 
centered program. What we have lacked in physical facilities and 
technological advances we have tried to compensate for in terms of 
individual attention and human concern, 

It has been a distinct pleasure to work with the School Board and 
teachers to serve the young people of this community.
